Claim 1 (Currently amended) A sanitary tiss ue product in roU for m comp r i sing a , 
patterned wet laid or air laid fibrous structure comprising latex that exhibits a Tg of from 
about -65°C to about 100°C wherein the fibrous structure comprises a first surface and a 
second surface, wherein at least one of the first and second surfaces exhibits a 
deformation height of at least about 1000 ^m.

Claim 5 (Currently amended) The sanitary tissue product patterned fibrous structure 
according to Claim 1 wherein the latex is a natural and/or synthetic latex.

Claim 7 (Currently amended) The sanitary tissue product patt e rn e d fibrous structur e 
according to Claim 5 wherein the latex is a synthetic latex selected from the group 
consisting of vinyl acetates, ethylene-vinyl acetate copolymers, acrylate copolymers, 
styrene butadiene copolymers and mixtures thereof. 

Claim 8 (Currently amended) The sanitary tissue product patterned fibrou s s tructur e 
according to Claim 1 wherein the fibrous structure exhibits substantially uniform density. 

Claim 9 (Currently amended) The sanitary tissue product patterned fibroun Gtructure 
according to Claim 1 wherein the fibrous structure exhibits regions of high and low 
density relative to each other. 
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Claim 10 (Currently amended) The sanitary tissue product patterned fibrous 
structur e according to Claim 9 wherein the latex is substantially present in the high 
density regions of the fibrous structure. 

Claim 1 1 (Currently amended) The sanitary tissue product patterned — fibrou s 
structure according to Claim 1 wherein one of the first and second surfaces exhibits a 
deformation height of at least about 1000 pjn and the other surface exhibits a deformation 
height of at least about 650 \im. 

Claim 12 (Currently amended) The sanitary tissue product patterned — fibrous 
struotur e according to Claim 1 wherein the fibrous structure exhibits an HFS absorbency 
of greater than about 8 g/g. 

Claim 13 (Currently amended) The sanitary tissue prodiict pattern e d fibrous 
structure according to Claim 1 wherein the fibrous structure exhibits a Stretch at Peak 
Load, in any direction, of greater than about 10%. 

Claim 14 (Currently amended) The sanitary tissue product patt e rn e d — fibrous 
structure according to Claim 1 wherein the fibrous structure exhibits a sheet caliper of at 
least about 20 mils. 

Claim 15 (Currently amended) The sanitary tissue product patterned — fibrous 
structure according to Claim I wherein the fibrous structure exhibits a wet burst of at 
least about lOOg. 

Claim 16 (Currently amended) The sanitary tissue product patt e rn e d — fibrous 

structur e according to Claim 1 wherein the fibrous structure, when in roll form, exhibits 

an average effective caliper that is greater than the average sheet caliper of an identical 

fibrous structure in its non-patterned form. 
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Claim 17 (Cancelled) 

Claim 18 (Currently amended) The sanitary tissue product according to Claim W- 
wherein the sanitary tissue product, when in roll form, exhibits an average effective 
caliper that is greater than the average sheet caliper of an identical sanitary tissue product 
in its non-patterned form.
